OBSERVATIONS 

on the Increase or Decrease of Salaries subsequently to 1790. 



- - The Lord Chancellor had an additional salary of 2,769 /.4 s. 8 d. 
as Speaker of the House of Lords, but this salary ceased in the 
year 1802. The official salary continued until said year 1802, 
when an Act, 42 Geo. 3, c. 1 05, was passed, directing so much 
money to be issued quarterly from the Consolidated Fund as 
would make up the salary and pecuniary profits of the office the 
clear annual sum of 10,000/. sterling. This arrangement, as to 
salary, continued up to the year 1832. In this year an Act of 
Parliament (2 & 3 Will. 4, c. 116) passed, fixing the annual 
salary of the Lord High Chancellor of Ireland at 8,000/. This 
Act abolishes the payment of fees to the Lord Chancellor. The 
salary of 8,000 /. per annum is still payable. 

- - This salary continued to be paid until 1796, in which year 
an Act of Parliament (36 Geo. 3, c. 26) was passed, reciting that 
the salaries of the Chief and Puisn6 Judges of the Superior Law 
Courts were inadequate to the dignity and importance of their 
respective offices, and, in cousequence, increasing their salaries ; 
to wit, to the Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench an increase 
of 1,569/. 4.?. 8 d. ; to the Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, 
and to the Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer, an increase 
of 1,661 /. 10s. 9 d. each ; and to each of the PuisnS Judges of 
said Courts an increase of 1 ,200 /. The salary of the Chief 
Justice, . from the year 1796 to the year 1821, was therefore 
3,692/. 6s. a d. per annum. In the year 1821 it was deemed ex- 
pedient to abolish the payment of fees to said Chief and the other 
Judges, and an Act of Parliament (1 & 2 Geo. 4, c. 53) passed 
in that year abolishing same accordingly; and said Act (sec. 59) 
conferred, in lieu of all said fees, upon the Chief Justice of the 
Queen’s Bench, the Chief Justice of the Common Pleas and 
the Chief Baron of the Exchequer an annual increase of 
1,384 /. 12 s. 4 d. each to their respective salaries, and to each 
of the other Puisne Judges an annual increase of 784 /. 12 s. 4 d. 
The effect of this Act of Parliament was to increase the salary 
of the Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench to 5,076/. 18 s. 10 d. 
per annum, which continued to be paid up to the year 1832. 
In the latter year an Act of Parliament (2 Sc 3 Will. 4, c. 116), 
to provide for the salaries of certain high and judicial offices, 
was passed, by which the salary of the Chief Justice of this 
Bench was fixed at 5,074/. 9 s. 4 d. per annum, and this 
salary has continued the same to the present time (1850). 

- - This salary continued to be paid until 1796, when it was 
increased by said Act of 36 Geo. 3, c. 26, to 2,346/. 4 s. gd. 
per annum, which latter salary continued to be paid until the 
year 1810, when an Act of Parliament (50 Geo. 3, c. 31) 
passed, section 3 of which gives an annual increase of 600 1. to 
each of the Puisne Judges of the Superior Law Courts, and so 
makes the salary of the second Justice 2,946/. 4s. gd. per annum. 
This salary continued the same to the year 18-21, when the Act 
above mentioned of 1 & 2 Geo. 4, c. 53, added for loss of fees 
an annual sum of 784/. 12 s. 4 d., which made tbe gross annual 
salary, from that period to 1 832, 3,730 1 . 17 s. 1 d. From this 
latter year the Act of 2 & 3 Will. 4, c. 116, above also quoted, 
fixes the annual salary of the second Justice of this Bench at 
3,725/. 19 s. 4 d., at which amount it now stands. 

- - This salary was influenced by the. Acts of Parliament quoted 
as applicable to the Second Justice in tbe same amounts and at 
the same periods of increase there specified ; viz., from 1796 to 
1810 it was 2,307/. 13s. \od. per annum; frnm 1810 to 1821 
it was 2,907/. 13s. 10 d. per annum; from 1821 to 1832 it was 
3,692 /. 6 s. 2 d. per annum ; and from 1832 it remained fixed 
at 3,688 /. 12 «. 4 d. per annum. 

- - This salary accurately underwent the same variations and 
under the same authorities a3 that of the Third Justice, and re- 
mains now fixed at 3,688 /. 12 s. 4 d. per annum.

- - The salary of the Chief Justice of the Court of Common 

Pleas was increased at the time* and under the authorities quoted in the case of the 
Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench. In 1 796 and to 1 821 it stood at 3,230/. 15 s. bd. 
In 1821 and to 1832 it stood at 4,615/. 7*. Bd. ; and since that period it re- 
mains 4,612/. 18 s. 8 d. per annum. 

- - This salary underwent accurately the same variations and 
under the same authorities quoted in the case of the Second 
Justice of the Queen’s Bench, and it now stands at 3,688 /. 12s. qd.. 
per annum.
